CHESTER, Pa., January 14.—A tragedy 


WBB enacted here this afternoon which 
will result in the loss of two lives, and 
in all probability the conviction ol 
Thomas Kodgers RS a doable parricide. 


Badgers ie 24 years old. The victims 


•were hie father, Thomas Rodgera, 60 
years old, his mother, Martha Rodgera, 
abont the name ege, and a married BiB- 
ter, Mm. •William Kildoy. 


Thoiuaa' father reprimanded him to- 


day for laBiocas, declaring he mast go to 
work. Thomas anawered, "Yon can't 
put me out," and going up ataira secured 
hia brother-in-law'a revolver. 


Tho wife and dunchter attempted to 


save Kodgera, but Thornaa deliberately 
fired two bullets into his father; the first 
shot entered the thigh and the second 
lodged in the heart. After his father had 
fallen to the floor young Rodgera kicked 
him in tho fecc. The mother attempted 
to escape by a cellar door, but a. ballet 
from her eon's revolver struck her in the 
back and penetrated the left luug. Hia 
Bister, Mrs. ICildey, fleJ from the house 
and the brother shot her while she ran, 
in almost the same place ao ho wounded 
the mother, hut the bullet glanced on 
the shoulder blade and thus saved the 
young woman's life.

They Obtain Temporary [Control of 


the Kaiians IiCf»lBliituro. 


Toi'KKA, July 1-1.—The eoniito has de- 


cided to recognize the Populist house. 
Three Fusion Democrats—O'Brien, Dil- 
lard and Taylor—led the iltfht against 
the adoption of the resolution, aided 
by the Republicans. They fillbuetered 
away moat of tho day, and at 3 o'clock, 
before voting began, the resolution was 
adopted by a vote of 22 to 18. 


The Republican members tiled a joint 


protest against the action, and the three 
Fuslonists filed individual protests. Tho 
senate then adjourned till Tuesday morn- 
Ing.

The priuclnles of 
self government aro on trial in Kansas 
today aft it was ouco years ago, and it 
triumphed then and it will triumph 
now."

«f Dr. McGlynn with the church," he 
says, "public notice waa given of it with 
the statement that Sotalli be absolved 
from ceneure, and reconciled Dr. Me- 
Glvnn, and moreover absolution is given 
because McGlynn willingly accepted the 
conditions laid down by (he Holy Father 
as necessary and sufliuient. This infor- 
mation, so expressed, shonld have suf- 
ficed to satisfy everyone with the recon- 
ciliation. Also, it i8 hereby publicly 
made known that Dr. McGlynn deaireB 
and proteases adherence to nil doctrines 
and teachings of tho Catholic church, ex- 
pressed rograt for any word or act of his 
that may have seemed lacking in tho re- 
•spact 
due 
ecclesiastical 
authority.

With scarcely a die- 
Bunting voice the members of tho Free DO 
county bar pronounce the additional 
judge an absolute necessity for the dis- 
posal of suits with reasonable prompt- 
ness. On tbe other hand some very 
honest and economical citizens are op- 
posed to any addition, lor any purpose, 
to the current expenses of tho county. 
In thia differenca of opnfon we should 
Ascertain the facts before taking position 
on one side or the other. 


We hard on our table a eertificata of 


the county clerk to the following facta: 


The superior court was established Jan- 


nary 1,18SO. From thia date to January 
1,1866 —nix years—140-1 civil actions were 
commenced—an average of 236 pat an- 
num. From January 1,1886. to January 
1,1802, tbe next six years, 2916 civil ac- 
tions wore commenced in eaid court; an 
average of 48G per annum, From Janu- 
ary 1,1892, to January 1, 1893, the year 
lift put, 646 civil actions were 
com- 


menced. There arc now pending in said 
eocrt, undisposed of, 1416 civil caeee. 
Thirty-five criminal cases are waiting to 
be tried and 446 probate cases are in 
Douree of settlement, 
' To the candid mind these facts would 
carry the conviction that it will be a de- 
nial of justice not to add to the judicial 
lores of tbe superior court, for a long 
enough 
time, 
at 
all 
events, 


to work 
off 
the 
accumulated ar- 


rears 
of 
business 
of 
the 
court.! 


When that shall be done, if it shall op- 
pear tbat the third judge is no longer 
Deeded, the office should be discontinued. 
Bat no false economy should be allowed 
to stand in the way of tbe prompt ad- 
ministration of justice. It IB almost as 
important to have Balta decided promptly 
U to have them decided correctly. There 
•re appeals: from justice courts which 
have been pending three or four years. 


XhU is a condition of things which im- 


poses a severe hardship on litigants, and 
especially on those who are endeavoring 
to recover small amount* through the 
justice courts. Debtors take advantage 


.1 the niUution and appeal from the judg- 
ment of tho lowdr courts lor no other 
purple thnn lo delay the payment of 
honest debts. Tho present"" judges claim 
tbat the; are doing all tho work they 
can, and if this be conceded as a fact, 
the necessity for another judge Is Im- 
perative, lor the tliuo being at leaet. 


TUB kindergarten 
movement 
has 


grown rapidly in the past few years, but 
the supply of such schools has not ex- 
ceeded the demand.

>cun that those houses who have kept

e to Bed to meet ruinous competition, 
aavo paid to tho grower over and above 
the combination price; in come instances 
the prico for good raisins with a good 
average of layers has been for the entire 
crop 5 cents a pound, and tho average 
or inferior ruiaimj for the eutirs crop has 
been 4j/ cents. 


Others are only receiving 3 cents to 4, 


and this can be accounted for by the fact 
that eome have branded an inferior 
juality raisin with H superior brand, nnd 
others hnve borrowed money on their 
•aisins, consigned them eaet, and al- 
owtid the broker to advance the freight 
and to take the goods and sacrifice them 
n order to repay hlmcalf the money so 
advanced.
